Volumes I—3 were en- 
titled “Zeitschrift fiir Zellforschung und 
mikroskopische Anatomie”, with the sub- 
title “Abteilung Histochemie”. Beginning 
with Volume 4 the title was changed to 
“Histochemie/Histochemistry/Histochi- 
mie”. From Volume 38 to Volume 102 the 
journal was called “Histochemistry”; this 


was changed to “Histochemistry and Cell 
Biology” 
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
